Paris Defense Armies Rush to As­

London, Sept. 10.— The 
Russian 
menace toward Berlin is now 
very 
real. Officers here firmly believe that 
the enormous Russian army has al­ 
ready started for Berlin and that 
even though 
the 
Germans 
should 
withdraw their active 
army 
from 
French soil and begin 
a 
defensive 
campaign on both 
frontiers, 
the 
movement would come too late to 
hold the Russians. 


(By United PreM.) 
Paris, Sept. 10.— “ The allies are 
fprcing the enemy back at every point 
along the line,” General Gallieni an­ 
nounced this afternoon. 
That was 
the only official information 
forth­ 
coming today of 
the 
outcome 
of 
what is generally expected to prove 
the decisive battle of the present war 
so far as France is concerned. 
The 
Germans 
are 
hard 
pressed. 
The 
French-Brilish northern army 
now 
has the Paris defense armies assist­ 
ing it, the necessity for completely 
manning the forts of Paris 
having 


passed. 
The German right wing under Gen­ 
eral Von Kluck has suffered greatly. 
It bore the brunt of the fighting all 
the way from the Belgian 
borders 
and the attempt to reinforce it from 
General Von Beulow’s forces failed. 
As a result the Germans have been 
pushed across the Marne 
and 
are 
now being driven due north toward 
Belgium. 
At the same time it is be­ 
lieved another British force recently 
landed has raised the German lines 
of communication and is now essay­ 
ing a flank attack in force. 
General Gallieni declares that the 
French center is also advancing. The 
great German assault in force de­ 
signed to crush it has failed, he said, 
and the French are everywhere on 
the offensive!, 
The war office failed 
to make any announcement of the 
positions of ilie waring armies at 


3:30 as usual or to tell 
anything 
about the field of operations but it 
was expected that a complete state­ 
ment would he made tonight. 
German reinforcements have ar­ 


rived at the German Centre and right 
and it was reported today that the 
kaiser’s forces are making a desper­ 
ate effort to 
recover 
their 
lost 
ground. 
The main effort as on each 
day of the battle up to the present, 
lias been directed against the centre. 
Over the stretch of fifty miles be­ 
tween Vitry-Le-Francis andMontmi- 
rail, the fighting is unusually severe 
hut General Gallieni insists that the 
French lines hre holding. 
The B rit­ 
ish-French left has been heavily re­ 
inforced by the 
troops 
withdrawn 
from tlie defenses of Paris who are 
not needed here at the present time. 
All of the reports received here 
are of the5 most roseate 
character.

Austrians are Now Giving Battle 


to Czar's Troops 


(By United Press.) 


Petrograd, 
Sept. 
10.— Fighting 
with the Austrian armies of Gener­ 
als Von Auffenberg and Dankl 1ms 
again been resumed. 
Following their 
decisive defeat at Rawa Ruska they 
have been heavily reinforced by Ger­ 
man troops and are 
now 
fighting 
along a* line west of Rawa Ruska ex­ 
tending southwest through Sadowa 
to a point near the Dneister river. 
The brunt of the fighting is repor­ 
ted here to have been borne by the 
Fourteenth 
Austrian 
army 
corps 
which was brought from Alsace to 
reinforce the main Austrian 
army. 
The official reports 
received 
from 
General Rouzsky say this corps lost 
heavily in yesterday’s lighting 
and 
that one of its battle standards, two 
cannon and 500 prisoners were ta­ 


ken. 
According to the chiefs at the war 
office, the Austrian* have lost fully 
one-quarter 
of 
their 
effective 
strength in the fighting which result­ 
ed in their being driven from Rus­ 
sian Poland. 
The plan 
to 
round 
them up and capture 
or 
annihilate 
them failed through 
the 
arrival of 
strong German re-inforcements from 
the western theatre of fighting, sup­ 
ported by a large number of rapid- 
firers and field artillery. 
It is stated, however, that 
the 
Austrians are constantly retreating 
and that additional Russian re-in- 
forcements are being sent to General 
Rouzsky to enable him to continue 
his offensive. 
The army of General 
Brusxaloff which is moving westward 
from Lemberg is co-operating with 
that of General Rouzsky according 
to the latest information obtainable 


from war office.

V ESSEL NEAR SCOTCH PORT 


(By United Press.) 
London, »Sept. 
10.— The 
official 
war bureau admitted this afternoon 
that the British cruiser Pathfinder, 
which was sunk last Saturday off 
the coast of Scotland, was destroyed 
by a German submarine and not by a 
contact mine as was at first report­ 
ed. 
The admission of the act of Ger­ 
man aggression caused 
a 
distinct 
surprise in naval circles. 
This is the first time in t he history 
of naval warfare that a submarine

The fact that the Germans were 
able to send a submarine to strike a 
British cruiser almost in a Scotch 
port lias greatly alarmed London.

AUSTRIA LOSES A 


Announcement Today 
cf Loss 
of 


120.000 Men Throws Dual Em­ 


pire Into Deep Gloom. 


ARCHDUKE 
AT 
THE 
FRONT 


(By United Press.) 
Vienna, via Rome, Sept. 10.— All 
Austria was plunged into gloom to­ 
day 
when official 
admission 
was 
made here that the recent operations 
against the Russians have cost the 
dual empire one fourth of her first 
line of effective fighting men. 
Sim­ 
ultaneously it became known for the 
first time that the operations in Gali- 
cia and Russian Poland have been 
under the personal direction of the 
Archduke Francis Frederick. 
The announcement at the war of­ 
fice stated that since the operations 
against Russia began, the total loss­ 
es in killed, wounded and missing of 
the Austrian first line army totals 
the enormous 
number 
of 
120,000 
men. 
In addition by reason of the 
attack by an overwhelming number 
of Russians who have outnumbered 
the Austrians at all 
times, 
large 
quantities of military store, ammuni­ 
tion anil cannon have been lost. 


The arch duke Francis Frederick 
of Austria is a cousin of Emperor 
Francis Joseph and succeeded the 


late Archduke 
Francis 
Ferdinand, 
whose assassination is in reality re­ 
sponsible for the war, as inspector 


general of the Austrian-Hungarian 
armies.

off and ran into the h o u s e . 
Neigh­ 
bors were attracted by their shouts 
and the dog was killed. 
The head 
was immediately sent to the slate 
chemist in Indianapolis for analysis 
and the report was 
received last 
night in a message to Mr. Richard­ 
son. 
The children met the dog while 
on the way home from sehoTfl. 
This 
is the first mad dog scare in or near 
Orange since last 
winter, when a 
dog, which was undoubtedly mad al- 
t a eked several horses belonging to 
Warren B. Murray.

The Pasteur treatment

Allies After Retreats. 


(B y United Press.) 
London, Sept. 10.— The w'ar office 
announced this afternoon that the 
allied successes in France continue. 
It said: 
“The Germans are retreating all 
along the line. 
The 
British 
have 
crossed the Marne in a northerly di­ 
rection. 
The 
Germans 
have 
lost 
heavily and General French reports 
that lie has taken many prisoners. 
The German troops are reported as 
utterly exhausted by their efforts.” 
News from the battle 
front 
in 
France today 
states 
emphatically 
that the success of the allies is con­ 
tinued. 
It is stated that the latest 
attempt of the Germans to force the 
French center has failed and that the 
British-French forces 
are 
driving 
the German right far above it 
with 
the heaviest of losses. 
General Smith-Dorrien is the hero 
of the occasion. 
His praises are on 
every British official’s tongue. That 
the present offensive of the allies is 
possible is admittedly due to his e f­ 
forts. 
With his small corps he for 
two days withstood an overwhelming 
foree of Germans making 
possible 
the saving of the entire left wing of 
the allied army. 
The official 
report 
of 
General 
French made public in the Gazette 
last night only touched on this but 
the official reports dealing with the 
details of the campaign, which can­ 
not be published in their entirety at 
this time, emphasize the fact. 
It is 
stated that for two ways, August 26 
to 28, Dorrien’s troops were almost 
completely surrounded by Germans 
five times their number 
but 
that 
they held their positions until the en­ 
tire left wing of the allies succeeded 
in reaching new positions selected 
and were fully entrenched.

GREAT OFFENSIVE MOVEMENT 


io One Knows Whether Paris is 


Real Objective—France is 


Outgenerated. 


BY KARL H. VON WIEGAND. 
( By U. P. Staff Correspondent.) 
Aix La Chappelle, Germany, Au­ 
gust 29, (By Courier to New York 
vit Rotterdam, Holland, to 
escape 
the British censor.) 
America has not the faintest reali- 
ation of the terrible carnage going 
i in Europe. 
She 
cannot 
realize 
the determination of 
Germany, 
all 
Germany—men, women and children 
— in this war. 
The German empire 
is like one man. 
And that 
man’s 
motto is “Vaterland oder tod!” (F a­ 
therland or death. 
English news sources are reported 
here as telling of the masterly re­ 
treat of the allies. Here in the Ger­ 
man field headquarters where every 
move on the great chess board 
of 
Belgium and France is analyzed, the 
war to date is referred to 
as 
the 
greatest offensive movement in the 
history of 
modern 
warfare. 
This 
city is ust behind the apex of a won­ 
derful triangle. 
This triangle is the 
German offensive lines closing in on 
the British-French-Belgian lines. 
It 
is moving with relentless swiftness, 
hammering, hammering 
at 
every 
point. 
It is driving the allied armies 
south and west toward Paris. 
Yet 
no one here knows 
whether 
Paris, 
really is the objective. 
The French 
offensive is to be crushed. The Brit­ 
ish are to be driven away from their 
seacoast bases. 
After 
that 
Paris 
will be taken, but before then there 
will be fought the greatest battle the 
world has ever witnessed. 
Tonight 
the German patrols are threatening 
Ostend. 
P art of the right wing has 
been pushed Southward beyond Lille, 
The combined British 
and 
French 
forces have 
been 
defeated 
with 
heavy losses at Maubeug. The army 
of the crown prince has taken the 
fortress of Longwy by assault after 
demolishing it by bombardment. And 
by this movement and the capture of 
Luneville, near Nancy, 
the 
French 
center has been pierced. 
From Lille 
in the west to Belfort, far 
in 
the 
southeast the French 
lines 
have 
been thrqwn back in utter confusion 
and the Germans 
are in 
force 
on 
French soil. 
French and Belgian prisoners ad­ 
mit that the French have been out­ 
generaled. 
Up to tonight there has 
not been a real French victory. 
lTieir forces were trapped in Alsace- 
.orraine. Realizing that the French 
.emperament was more likely to be 
swayed by sentiment than by 
stern 
adherence to the 
rules 
of 
actual 
warfare, the German staff selected 
its own battle line and waited. 
The 
French 
did 
not 
disappoint. They 
rushed 
across 
the 
border. 
They 
took Altkirch with little opposition. 
Then they rushed on to Mulhausen. 
Through the passes in 
the Vosages 
¡hey poured, horses, artillery, foot— 
til branches of the service. 
Strass- 
urg was to fall and so swift 
was 
the French movement that lines of 
communication were not guarded. 
Then the 
German 
general 
staff 
struck. 
Their troops 
from 
Sear- 
burg, from 
Strassburg 
and 
from 
Metz under the command of General 
Von Heeringen attacked the French 
all along the line. 
They were utter­ 
ly crushed. 
The Germans took ten 
thousand Frenchmen prisoners 
and 
more than 100 gun of every descrip­ 
tion. 
Alsace-Lorraine is now repor­ 
ted absolutely 
cleared 
of 
French 
troops. 
The German offensive plans were 
well laid. 
No army that ever 
took 
the field was was every so mobile. 
Thousands of army automobiles are 
in use. 
Each regiment has its sup­ 
ply. 
The highways were mapped in 
advance. 
There was not 
a 
cross 
roads that was not known. Even the 
trifling brooks 
had 
been located.

How well this worked was shown 
when Namur, which it was 
boasted 
would resist for months, fell in two 
days. The terrible work of the^e 
great Krupp weapons, whose exist­ 
ence had been kept secret, is hard 
to realize. 
One shot from one of 
these guns went through what was 
considered an impregnable wall of 
concrete and armored steel at N a­ 
mur, exploded and killed 150 
men. 
And aside from the effectiveness of 
these terrible weapons Belgian pris­ 
oners with whom I have talked here, 
men who were in the Namur forts, 
declare their fire absolutely shatters 
the nerves of the defenders, whose, 
guns have not sufficient 
range 
to 
reach them. 
The armies of 
Crown 
Prince Frederick 
Wilhelm 
and 
of 
Crown Prince Rupprecht of Bavaria 
are reported here as moving in an ir- 
resistable manner into France. 
In 
a three day battle below Metz it is 
declared the French were 
terribly 
cut up and forced to retreat in almost 
a rout. 
It; is declared that in this 
engagement the 
French 
lost 
151 
guns and were unable to 
make 
a 
stand against the 
victorious 
Ger­ 
mans until they had passed inside of 
their secondary line of defense. 


This city is one of the 
principal 
centers for the wounded. The losses, 
according to the wounded

sides, are appalling. 
This is admit­ 
tedly the case on the German side as 
the Germans are constantly on the 
offensive and have refused to wait 
to besiege the entrenched

French and Belgian prison­ 
ers I have talked with declare noth­ 
ing up to the present time has stopp­ 
ed the Germans. 
“It makes you sick to see the way 
the Germans literally walk into the 
very mouth of the machine guns and 
cannon spouting short fused sliarp- 
nel that mow down their lines and 
tear great gaps in them” said a Bel­ 
gian major who was badly wounded. 
“Nothing seems to stop them. 
It is 
like an inhuman machine and it takes 
the very nerve out of you to watch 
it.”

Prison­ 
ers as well as German wrounded are 
sent to the concentration cajpps and 
later the German wounded are sent 
home to get ready for further ser­ 
vice.

London War Office Has Nothing to 


Say About Mishap Befalling 


Oceanic Off Scotland Coast. 


CAUSE OF WRECK A MYSTERY 


Formerly Largest Merchantman on 


Seas Taken Over as Naval Re­ 


serve Cruiser Since War. 


(By United Press.) 
London, Sept. 10.—The war office 
and the official press bureau were 
strangely silent today as to details 
of the wreck of the White Star line 
ocean greyhound 
Oceanic 
off 
the 
North coast of Scotland 
Tuesday. 
The statement issued 
said 
merely 
that the big liner was wrecked and a 
total loss and that all 
officers and 
crew were saved. Cause of the sink­ 
ing of the ship, which had been taken 
as a naval reserve cruiser, was still a 
mystery here today. 
The Oceanic was considered the 
finest of the White Star 
liners. 
In 
many ways she was a more palatial 
boat than some of the larger and la­ 
ter ships, which plied between Ameri­ 
ca and England. 
When she started 
on her maiden trip to New York in 
1899, she was the largest merchant­ 
man on the high seas. 


When the Oceanic was 
building, 
Thomas Ismay, father of 
J. Bruce 
Ismay, former president of the White 
Star Line, gave orders that money 
was not to be spared 
in 
fitting the 
ship. 
No ship since built had had 
more elegant fitting, the furniture in 
the great dining room being of solid 
hand-carved 
oak, 
decorated 
with 
gold. 
Two hundred thousand dollars was 
spent in gilding the dining saloon. 


Up to a short time ago the May 
sailing of the Oceanic was known as 
the “millionaires’ trip” 
because 
of 
the large number of wealthy Ameri­ 
cans who sailed aboard her at that 
time. 
She was a favorite with the 
late J. P. Morgan, Cornelius Van­ 
derbilt, W. C. Whitney, Philip Ar­ 
mour, the late Col. John Jacob Astor 
and other multi-millionaires. 
Threi 
years ago the owners of the Oceani« 
spent a quarter of a million dollars 
in refurnishing 
her. 
The 
original 
cost was about $4, 500,000 and 
she 
was said to be the most graceful lin­ 
er in the service. 
The Oceanic was a 21 1-2 knot, 
boat of 17,274 gross tonnage. 
She 
was 70G feet long, had 08 feet beam 
and 50 feet depth of hold.

HOLD 
STEADY 


From all Indications There Will be 


Large Bean Crop— No Change 


in Coal Market 


It looks as if a long continuation 
of the European war will send prices 
of the drugs for which America is 
dependent upon foreign countries, up 
to such a level that the needy public 
will suffer. 
A few of 
these, 
for 
which there is general demand, have 
already made several large umps in 
price. 
Camphor, which is imported 
from Japan, has risen from 75 cents 
to $1.25 a pound wholesale, in Indi­ 
anapolis. 
Extract of licorice, used 
in many medicinal compounds, shows 
a rise of more than 50 cents in the 
last few days, jumping from 28(q 30 
cents to 80 
cents. 
Licorice 
root 
comes from southern Europe. 
Car­ 
bolic acid becomes more expensive as 
the war drags on, and is now selling 
for 49@57 cents, a rise of 3 cents in 
the last week. 
It is imported large­ 
ly from Germany. 
Glycernie is up 2 
cents, at 30. cents. 
The 
available 
supply of cream of ta rtar is said to 
be contracted for by the large baking 
powder companies, and 
the 
open 
market is nearly cleaned out. 
The 
baking powder companies anticipat­ 
ing a shortage obtained contracts for 
most of the supply. 
The basic ele­ 
ment in cream of ta rtar come from 
the wine-making countries of Europe. 
Rushville 
grocery 
and 
canned 
goods prices continue steady, with 
business quiet. 
The price of beans 
is slightly lower. 
Select, hand-pick­ 
ed navy beans are selling at $3.25 
a bushel, a decline of 10'e. 
Kidney 
beans continue to sell at $4.75 a 
bushel, while Limas are offered at 
9i a pound, being §c. cheaper. 
This 
change is due to the 
1914 
crop, 
which is large and nearing its har­ 
vest time. 
The old supply is practi­ 
cally used up, but this season’s crop 
will soon be on tlie market, the first 
two weeks of October being the usual 
ripening time. 
No further advances have 
been 
made in the retail coal prices. 
The 
unsettled labor conditions in 
some 
mining 
regions 
have 
caused 
no

DEPARTMENT 
INVESTIGATES

M ilk bottles are 


short-lived, according to the results 


of the inquiry. 
Figures furnished by 


fifty dairymen 
indicate 
that 
the 


“ life” of a milk bottle is from 0 to 


50 trips. 
The average is only 22* 


trips. 
“ If these figures 
represent 
the 


average condition,” the Department 


states, “ the average dairyman would 


have to obtain a 
new 
supply 
of 


bottles every 22i days. 
I f lie de­ 


livered 10,000 bottles daily and they 


cost him 3A cents each his daily ex­ 


pense for bottles would be $15.575.- 


75 a year.” Query— W hat would be­ 


come of the profits in the crash of 


glass? 


“ These bottles are not 
lost 
or 
broken,” the federal investigators re­ 


ported. 
“ M any of them are merely 


strayed.” 
The hunt for 
the 
lost, 
stolen or strayed bottles is one of 
the busiest experiences 
of 
modern 
high power dairying, according to the 


conclusions of the Department. 


“ Some of the bottles get into the 


hands of other dealers,” the official 
statement of the Department naively 
opined. 
“ Some are dumped into ash 
barrels by persons careless or ignor­ 
ant of their value. 
One million five 
hundred thousand bottles were res­ 
cued from city dumps during three 


years by the milk 
bottle 
clearing 


house of one city.” 


M ilk bottle clearing houses have 
done a great deal to reduce the loss­ 
es in bottles. 
The clearing 
house 


helps the dealer to recover his own 


bottles. 
Ash men and others 
are 
paid one fourth to one h alf cent for 


each bottle returned. 


The devasting 
career 
of 
the 


“ gypsy” and “ brown tail” moths are 
the subject of an interesting investi­ 


gation recently completed by Dr. L. 
O. Howard of the National Geograp­ 


hic Society. 
That the entrance 
of 
the gypsy moth into this country is 


the only case on record where a pest 
was deliberately imported, was stat­ 
ed by Dr. Howard. 
According to 
his information the gypsy moth was 
brought to this country for experi­ 


mental purposes by a French pro­ 
fessor of astronomy in a New Eng ­ 


land university. 


The brown tail moth came to this 


country in the ordinary course of 
commerce. 
From 1892 to 1900 both 


species were confined to Massachu­ 
setts, where a bitter fight was wag-

The moths 
cause what is known as “ brown tail 


rash.” 
The hairs of the brown tail 


caterpillar are finely 
barbed 
and 
brittle. Where they come in contact 


with human skin, 
they enter 
the 
pores, break off and 
cause 
severe 
irritation. 
Parasites which attack 


the moths infested have been import­ 


ed from South and Central America 


in the attack. 


Instructions to farmers on how to 


select good crimson clover seed are 
available today as a result of cn- 
deavers 
of the Department o f Agri­ 
culture. 
The official advice is to 
select only seed which is free from 
any brownish color, although old seed 


shows varying degrees of brown ac­ 


cording to age and storage condi­ 
tions. 
The brownish tinge is an in­ 
dication of poor 
germination— the 


darker the color the poorer the germ­ 
ination. The seeds which 
show 
a 


light brown hue should he tested be­ 
fore planting and no 
brown 
seed 
should be used at all unless it shows 


well ingerminating tests. 
Clover 
seed 
looses its 
vitality 


rapidly and imported seed is not re­ 
garded highly by the Department, be­ 
cause of its age before getting into 
agricultural channels 
here. 
Native 


seed should be secured whenever pos­ 
sible, the Department experts declare 
Since November 1, 1913, three m il­ 
lion three hundred twenty nine thou­ 
sand pounds of crimson clover seed 
have been imported 
mostly 
from 


France and Austria, where the h ar­ 
vest season is the same as in this 
country. 
That the w ar will cut off 
this source of foreign supply is be­ 


lieved by department heads but is not 
expected to cause any seed shortage.

Kaiser Wilhelm’s message to P resi­ 
dent Wilson protesting against al­ 
leged use of dumdum bullets by the 
allies and the alleged outrages by the 
Belgians against the Germans was 
t o<l a y before the president accord­ 
ing to admission from a high 
office 
source. 
Although the message, sent by ca­ 
ble from Berlin, was in the state de­ 
partm ent for some hours before it 
was given to President Wilson, ad ­ 
ministration officials including Sec­ 
retary Bryan, shrouded its receipt in 
mystery. 
This was the second message di­ 
rect from Kaiser Wilhelm. 
The first 
characterized by a high 
diplomatic 
sources as “in complaining 
tone,” 
explained that the kaiser was unwil­ 
lingly drawn into the conflict and 
voiced a protest against 
anti-Ger- 
manie sentiment in this country. 
Diplomats here today saw in the 
second message a crafty move by 
the kaiser to forestall the criticism 
which the 
Belgian 
commissioners, 
now enroute here, will voice to Presi­ 
dent Wilson. 
The President will re­ 
ceive them, probably early next week. 
Their protest however, will merely be 
heard. 
No action on the part of this 
government is anticipated nor did the 
kaiser's last message call for any 
action.
